2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 5, 
20, 21 , 30, 35, 36, 38, 39, and 42 are considered allowable over the prior art because 
none of the references of record alone or in combination suggest, disclose, or teach a 
system for embedding additionally information in MPEG video data, comprising means 
for detecting an intra-macroblock of a video frame; means for extracting data for a small 
domain; means for detecting a DC factor; means for determining whether the bit length 
of the DC factor will be unchanged; means for embedding; means for determining 
whether V£ of the additional information can be embedded; and means for returning the 
small domain to the video data all together as claimed. The closest prior art, Nakamura 
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et al (6,185,312), discloses conventional method for embedding information, either 
singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
